Loxpox, March 5. —Englishmen are fond

of contrasting the princely salaries paid to,

British diplomats with “the beggarly pit-
tances” upon which American ministers
bave to subsist gt foreign courts National
pride is likely to be further emhanced

by a discovery made this week by
an  inquisitive Radical member of
Parliament, that when an Ambass-

ador is transferred to another post he
reecives a liberal allowance for “‘ontfit.”

This is suppozed to cover the Minister's
personal expenses, the traveling expenses
ot his family, and the cost of moving his
own private furniture, carriages and horses.

As a matter of fact, some embassies are
furnisbed entirely at public cost, and al-
most all of them partly s0, and in nine
cases of ten the outgning diplomst disposes
of his furniture, carriages and horses at a
valuation to his successor. The allownnce
for outfit is therefore nearly all profit, and
the sum is by no means inconsiderable.
Lord Dufterin, for instanee, who has just
been transferred from Rome to Paris, re-
ceives £2,000; Sir Clare Ford, £1,200 on
going to Constantinople; Sir Henry Wolff,
£2.000, on transfer to Madrid, #and Lord
Vivian, £2,500, on proceeding ' to Rome.
Sir Henry Wolfl has been moved " three
times within a year, and has probakly pock-
eted £4,000 or £5,000 after paying all ex-
penses.

Certain degenerate Englishmen in the
House of Commops—Liberals, of conrse—
who donot belong to the great families
from which the British diplomatic service
is mainly recruited, object to the liberal
scale upon which Ubese ontfit allowances
are drawn, and sactually urge that an am-
hassador or minister should sznd in his
hill like any common person and receive
only out-of-pocket expenser. The Govern-
ment, however, will ltreuuonsllv resist this
insidious attack upon the constitution, and
the money will doubtless be voted next
week.

gress in Chieago during the World's Fair,
Bishop Ireland, of St. Paul, Miun., who is
pow in llome, said: “The whole matter is
a tempest in o teapot. Anybody may send
o ietter to Ilome on any subject. Whether
the eemmunication receives attention, how-
ever, is quite another question. Certain
people attain in their own fancies an im-
portance which the outer world refuses to
indorse. The letter sent by Messrs. Dunne,
Pallen, Kuhlmann and others will not
create the slightest ripple in the stream of
current Roman ecclesiastical thought.
“There are waste baskets in Rome as well
as in the United States. The idea is ab-
surd that an appeal by a few disgruntled,
self-ponceited men azainst the decisions of
the Archbishops will be listened to in
Rome. The Catholic Congress, from the
very name it besre, must be directed by the
Catholic hierarchy, or else be a congress
of Dunres and the others snd nothing
more. They are free to hold a congress
of this kind in our free country,
but it in no wise conld represent the Cath-

olic lswrmen of America.

The Department of Justice Now lavesil-
guting the Metholls of the Makers of

CHICAGO, March 5, —Charles M. Horton,
the representativo of the Department “of
Justice who swore out the warraats for the
arrest of President Greenbut snd other
Whisky Trust oficials Iast week, has been:
sinvestigating the methods of the Cordage
Trust in this city for several days. Last
night Mr. Horton left for Miuneapolis,
where he will eonfer with the United States
Distriet Attorney and secure additional
evidence to prove thits combination con-
trols the market for cordage.

Mr. Horton’s investigations while here
have been conducted in a very secret mal-
ter, but partial facts lenked out this morn-
ing. . These tacts will probably be laid be-
fore the Federa! grand jury at Boston, New
York or Philadelphia. District Attorney
Milehrist adntitted with great reluctance
this morning that Mr. Horton had been. in-
vestigating theCordage Trust,but he said ho
did not eare to make any’ statement of the
case, as a premature publication of the facts
would 1njure the Government’s case.

“I know very little about the facts,” said
Mr. Milehrist, “and the matter onght not
to be aritated at t presend time,
Cordage Trust, I understand. has two con-
cefny in Boston, several in New York Stale
and one or two in Pennsylvania, Ohio and
other Statea I cannot say how far the in-
vestigation has gone, and would prefer not
to say anvthing at present. =

IRON MEN'S ONLY REMEDY.

A Curtallment of Prodaetion Mast and Wil
Come Soon.

There are signs, too, that the work has
begun, Five valley furnaces will quit within
the weck, we are assured. Thatall that has
been sald these past three months of -the
desperately nnwholesome condision of the
market was founded on fact, appears on
the one hand by the wholesale discharge of
employes and the shutting down of puddling
mills, and on the other by the bad milure.of
a prominent valley iron firm which, there
can be little doubr, will be followed by the
blowing out of more than one stack. The
ore men have not sold anything of ‘late, and
willnotbe in a i . soon to sell, for
there is 80 little demand among the furnace
men for ore that even any conocession the
ore men are willing to make in the matter
of price would be no inducement to con-
sumers,

The Inrnace men are simply swamped,and
nothing ctn I.mlr them until the enormous
uterglua of plg iron now on hand is worked
off. In the end there is likely to be a stop-
pige perforce of ‘Prodncm. The ore sup-
plies now on hand must eventually be ex-
nausted, and a possible season of enforced
jdieness may lead to better results in creat-
lniudemund which at this time is prinel-
pally noticeable by its absence. 4

SCUDDER T0 PLEAD INSANITY.

He Told an Attorney His Victim Was Dead
the Day Befcre the Murder,

dence to the effect that he is a victim of the
morphine habit and kindred infirmities is
accumulating. The fact that all efforts are
being turned toward proving thdt he is in-
sane, and that no effort is made to deny that
he committed the murder as charged, must
bei?onniderqd a virtual admission of his
ullt.
. Dr., Scudder bad so far planned the erime
that he'made the announcement of his vie-
tim’s death before it came topass. From W,
E. Clarke, Jr., an attorney, it is learned that
Dr. Scudder secured a continuanece of a case
avainst him betfore Justice Foster by sayin
that his mother-in-law was dead, thou,
this was actually the day previous to Ler
violent death.

BLAINE IN'BED WITH GRIP.
